Are Shown Over Town, Demonstration 
| Farm and Irrigation Department 
—o— 

For the purpose of seeing conditions 
in Canada as they really are, a party 
of a dozen representatives of some of 
the largest daily newspapers in Great 
Britain and Ireland have been touring 
the Dominion for the past two weeks. 

On Monday ‘afternoon they arrived 
in Strathmore by train No. 3. It had 
been the intention to drive them into 
the country and show them some of 
the irrigation structures in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Strathmore, but 
as it appeared that they had been 
travelling by motor car from 9.30 that 
morning over rough roads seeing the 
Bassano dam and visiting the new 
towns south of the Bow River, the 
country trip was eliminated, 

Accordingly, in cars supplied by 
local citizens, they were driven 
through the town, passing the Memor- 
ial Hall and other points of interest, 
through the Irrigation headquarters to 
the Company’s fine second stand of 
alfalfa, and from thence to the Demon- 
‘stration Farm, whére the remainder of 
the afternoon was spent.

Here they were first of all shown 
some of the Company’s Holstein herd, 
a number of animals in which have 
registered over 20,000 Ibs. of milk per 
year, and also inspected the creamery 
and poultry plant, The big silos were 
being filled wit, sunflowers, and con- 
siderable interest was shown in this, 
as well as in the other departmen: of 
farm work, many questions being 
asked of Mr. Jones, farm manger, who 
explained the various departments.

| courage to grasp it. Strathmore was 
a town which was very highly re- 
| garded by the Company, as one of the 
best on their lines. 


Mr. Thos, BE. Wright, Presiden: oi 
Strathmore Board of Trade, welcomed 
the visitors on behalf of the Town of 
| Strathmore, Strathmore was a com- 
paratively young town. It had made 
considerable development, and he be- 
lieved that at the present time it was 
;one of the best towns for. business in

Visited Strathmore In 1911 

Mr. J, F. Chapter, of the Westmin- 
ster Gazette, replying on behalf of the 
visitors, said he had to thank them 
all for their kindness, particularly 
their hostess. 

This was his second visit to Strath- 
more, his previous one having been in 
1911, He was pleased to see here the 
sort of improvement that he had ex- 
pected to see, and which he had not 
seen ijn all the other places he had 
visited, In the cities it was difficult 
to visualise the changes unless on the 
outskirts, but here he could see the 
actual improvement, Strathmore was 
very young fourteen years ago, and 
quite an original experiment of the 
C.P.R. in setting up this supply farm 
was in progress. The transformation 
had been very great indeed since that 
time. At that time there were extreme- 


\ ly few houses and extremely bad roads, 
and the nearest farms were miles 
away, He complimented them on the 

; tree growth in the town and on the 
farms around here. 

At the time he was here last there 
was talk about the backwardness of 
farmers in planting trees, and he was 
glad that some farms were now planted 
‘to trees, A British farmer would dis- 
count the value of any farm which 
was treeless.

Performance tests and twenty-two are 
under way now, Last year the aver- 


age production of every cow in the 
heard, including the two-year-old heif- 
ers, Was 11,019 pounds of milk. There 
are twenty-eight twenty-thousand- 
pound cows in the herd now. 

Great care has been taken in the 
breeding to get uniformity of type and 
animals that will produce creditable 
quantities of high quality milk on 
average feeds. The effort has been to 
increase the quantity, improve the 
quality, and reduce the cost. Thirty 
to fifty young bulls are sold in the 
year, and everything offered for sale 
is from a dam with a high record. The 
C.P.R. is not interested in propagating 
the poor-to-medium kinds. 

The barn equipment is modern and 
conveniently situated, Adjacent to the 
dairy barn are four silos with a capac- 
ity of over a thousand tons, enough ta 
give the cattle all the ensilage they 
will eat the year round. While there 
is a little oat silage used, the bulk of 
it is sunflowers which grow well in 
this locality. 

Two hundred pure-bred Berkshire 
and Yorkshire hogs provide a regular 
income and the poultry department is 
a profit bearing enterprise in itself. 
Barred Rocks and S. C. Rhode Island 
Reds are being bred and they have a 
big demand for cockerels, chicks, and 
setting eggs. Seven to eight thousand 
day-old chicks were sold this year, 
shipped out as far as the Peace River 
country in the North. Two hundred 
cockerels were likewlse distributed in 
all the western provinces and they 
could not begin to fill the requests for 
eggs for hatching. Eight hundred eggs 
from R, O .P, hens were incubated this 
year, 

There is a resident farm manager 
and houses are supplied for the men. 
Surrounding the farm building, there 
has been a generous planting of trees 
and shrubs which have now grown to 
a size that makes them an attractive 
background, 

But to the practical mind of Superin- 
tendent Hutton, the big thing in con- 
nection with the Supply Farm is that 
in addition to giving the service for 
which it was intended it has also been 
put on a sound financial basis. Mr. 
Hutton has no doubts about farming 
being a paying proposition in Western 
Canada, if common sense methods are 
applied and the expense sheet watched. 
He believes in using the thing that can 
be growm on the farm so far as all 
possible, rather than spending real 
money for a substitute. “Farmers 
must keep cost down and production 
up.” says Mr. Hutton. “He is then
